Sir : I have the honor to transmit herewith the information called for by year 
committee under recent date. 

(1) How many special examiners were engaged in the field during the fiscal year 
1894 on criminal work? 

All special examiners in every locality are required to investigate violations of the 
pension laws when discovered ; but during the fiscal year 1894 there were no special 
examiners engaged continuously and exclusively on criminal cases, and none were 
detailed for that purpose alone^ 

The pension laws were found to have been violated more particularly and exten- 
sively in certain localities, and therefore many special examiners in some districts 
have haH no criminal matters to investigate. 

The greater portion of the criminal investigations made during the fiscal year 1894 
were conducted by about fifty-five special examiners in connection with their regu- 
lar work of investigating claims on their merits. 

(2) State the basis of calculation of the total amount represented by first pay- 
ment on claims rejected after special examination, during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1894. (See Table 17, p. 56, Annual Report of the Commissioner of Pensions, 
for the year ended June 30, 1894. ) 

The calculation of the amount saved in first payments on rejected cases is based 
on a probable rate (in invalid cases) fixed by the board of review from the certifi- 
cate of the board of examining surgeons and the testimony in the case; but in cases 
of widows and dependent relatives, the rate by law is specific. Computation is 
made from the date pension would have begun, had the case been admitted, to the 
date of rejection. 

(3) State how many admitted cases Were dropped from the rolls by reason of fraud 
during thefiscal year 1894. 

The records of the Bureau only indicate the number of pensioners dropped from 
the rolls from January 1 to June 30, 1894, no record being kept prior to the pas- 
sage of the act of December 21, 1893. The following statement indicates, there- 
fore, by clasises, the pensioners dropped from January 1 to June 30, 1894, by reason 
of fraud :

(4) The average rate per month at which invalid pensions were allowed under all 
laws excepting that of the act of June 27, 1890, for the fiscal years 1892 and 1894; 
and the average rate under the act of June 27, 1890, for the fiscal years 1892 and 1894. 

In answer to this query, I find there is no data in this Bureau upou which to hase 
an actual statement. The annual report of this Bureau for the fiscal year 1892 con- 
tains a table showing the number and value of allowances during said fiscal year. 
I have caused a calculation to be made, based upon the material contained in said 
table, and as a result find that for the fiscal year 1892 the average rate per month 
at which invalid pensions were allowed under al] laws, excepting that of the act of 
June 27, 1890, was $6.50, and under the act of June 27, 1890, $9.59. I am of the opinion 
that this average monthly rate is merely an approximation. 

The theory upon which the work contained in the table referred to in the annual 
report for the fiscal year 1892 was started was that it was to be a sure and certain 
means by which this Bureau could determine without difiiculty the amount of money 
required to be estimated for pensions ; but it was found that estimates predicated 
upon said system invariably proved to be incorrect, and by that fact alone the 
inutility of the system was demonstrated. In April, 1893, after a fair and conscien- 
tious trial of this system had been given, it was discontinued, the Bureau being con- 
vinced, after a further investigation, that the purpose for which this work was 
originally started had not been attained. I am therefore unable to state, even 
approximately, the average rate per nionth at which invalid pensions were allowed 
during the fiscal year 1894, either under the general law or under the act of June 
27, 1890. It may, however, be stated that at the close of the fiscal year 1894 the 
average monthly value of invalid pensioners on the rolls under the general law 
was $12.99, while the average monthly value of invalid pensioners on the rolls under J 

the act of June 27, 1890, was $9.90. J 

(5) Is the work instituted by this Administration of reconsidering and readjust- 
ing the claims allowed under the act of June 27, 1890, by the last Administration yet 
completed? If not, what proportion remains to be done, or, to state it diff'erently, 
how many cases have been disposed of in that readjustment and how many remain 
to be considered f 

The board of revision and the medical division have acted upon 163,854 cases under 
the act of June 27, 1890. Of this number there have been continued 109,165. Three 
thousand three hnndred and thirteen have been dropped from the rolls, 4,978 have 
been reduced, and 1,858 have been reissued under the general law. Of thie 163,854 
cases acted upon there have been legal notices to drop sent in 10,941 cases, to reduce 
in 16,653 cases, and to reissue the certificate under the geueral law in 4,446 cases. 
There are now several thousand cases awaiting action in the medical division. The 
exact number can not at this time be stated. As to how many cases remain to be 
considered it is impossible to state. Work was begun at Certificate No. 502582, 
which identified the date when the allowances under the act of June 27, 1890, began, 
and cases have been examined up to No. 777000. There were a large number of cases 
represented by certificates numbered below 500,000, where the pensioners were 
receiving low rates under the general law, in which, by reason of the admissibility 
of disabilities under the act of June 27, 1890, the certificates were reissued at a 
higher rate under the act of June 27, 1890. These cases have not ^et been examined. 
Of the cases above the number 777000 (which represents the issue of about the 
date June 1, 1892), it is impossible to even conjecture how many yet remain to be 
examined. 

(6) I also transmit herewith a statement giving the names and certificate num- 
bers of cases (whether claimants, pensioners, attorneys, or others) showing recom- 
mendations for prosecution, arrests of persons accused, indictments found, convic- 



tions had, sentences imposed, acquittals, and cases dismissed or nol prossed. (See 
p. 26, Annual Report fiscal year 1894.) 

(7) Also statement, by name and certificate number, of different classes of cases 
affected by the provisions of the act of December 21, 1893, whereby theprovisions of 
the act above referred to prevent immediate action on the part of this Bureau until 
after due legal notice. (See p. 10, Annual Report fiscal year 1894.)

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SOME CASES ILLUSTRATING THE IXJURIOVS OPERATION OF THE ACT 
OF DECEMBER 21, 1893, WHEREIN PAYMENT IS COMPELLED UNDER 
THE ACT, BECAUSE, BEING ON THE ROLL, PAYMENT CAN NOT BE 
WITHHELD UNTIL AFTER THIRTY DAYS' NOTICE. 

Elvira Rooney, pensioned as widow of Frank Rooney, Company F, Ninth Missouri 
State Militia Cavalry, widows' certificate, 344712. Pensioned under act of 
June 27, 1890. Newly discovered evidenced shows she is not the widow of the 
soldier, and that her former husband is living and undivorced. 

Jane Jones, now Dawson, pensioned under certificate 320688, as widow of Benjamin 
Jones; act of June 27, 1890. Newly discovered evidence shows that she remar- 
ried May 3, 1883, and therefore never had title under the act. 

Catharine Quigley, widow of Michael F. Quigley, alias John Keegan, Company I, 
Seventh Connecticut Infantry Volunteers, widows* certificate 365662; act of 
June 27, 1890. Newly discovered evidence shows she remarried December 26, 
1892, and never had title under the act. 

Dnrinda A. Andrews, pensioned as widow of William Andrews, Company C, 
Ninety-fifth Ohio Infantry, widows' certificate 310356, under act of June 27, 
1890. Newly discovered evidence shows that she is not the legal widow of the 
soldier, never havin<j been divorced froln her former husband. 

Rosetta James, pensioned under certificate 276889, act of June 27, 1890, as widow of 
America James, Company B, United States Colored Cavalry. Newly discovered 
evidence shows that she remarried March 31, 1881, and never had title under the 
act. 

Andrew J. Tillery, invalid certificate 570933, Company C, Eighth Missouri State 
Militia Cavalry. Newly discovered evidence shows that the pensioner has falsely 
personated the soldier. 

Juliette Millard, pensioned by certificate 341108, general law, as widow of David 
Millard, U. S. ram Switzerland ($30 per month). Newly discovered evidence 
shows that the claim was allowed on fraudulent testimony as to origin of sailor's 
disability. 

Mary Heishley, pensioned as widow of Frederick Heishley, Company C, Eighth Penn- 
sylvania Infantry Volunteers, certificate 313876, act of June 27, 1890. Newly 
discovered evidence shows that she remarried in 1870 and therefore never had 
title under the act. 

James Lewis, private, Company D, Eighth Missouri Volunteer Infantry, invalid cer- 
tificate 711404. This pensioner was not honorably discharged, as required by the 
act of June 27, 1890, and was without title. 

William Loy, private. Company G, Seventh Tennessee Volunteer Mounted Infantry 
(invalid certificate 685036). Pensioned at $12 per month without having been 
examined by a board of examining surgeons, his claim having been adjudicated 
and rated in accordance Avith the certificate of another soldier of the same name. 
Upon medical examination had after discovery of foregoing fact it was shown 
that this pensioner had no ratable disability. 

Amanda F. Keeler, widow of Eli J. Keeler, Company .G, Seventeenth Connecticut 
Volunteer Infantry, certificate 324722. Newly discovered evidence shows that 
the pensioner had remarried, notwithstanding which she continued to receive 
payment. 

Leouore Fenesy, certificate 303279, widow of Thomas Fenesy, Company B, Fifteenth 
Iowa Infantry. Newly discovered evidence shows she is not the legal widow 
of the soldier. 

Sarah Tac^gart, certificate 327589, widow of Howard Ta^gart, sergeant, Company D, 
Tenth and Twenty-ninth New York Infantry Volunteers. Pensioner is shown to 
have remarried subsequent to soldier's death. 

Elizabeth Graham, certificate 338955, widow of K'obert Graham, Company C, One 
hundred and thirteenth United States Colored Troops. Kemarrifd subsequent 
to soldier's death. 

Charles Smith, ) certificate 586439, Company K, Thirty-first United States Infantry. 

Thomas Smith, \ certificate 551772, Company E, First Michigan V^olunteer Light Artil- 
lery. Certificate issued to Charles at $10 per month from January 4, 1889, and 
to Thomas at $12 per month from July 5, 1^90. Immediate steps were taken to 
have both pensioners dropped from the rolls. Payment was suspended until 
special examination could be had as to identity of the two pensioners. The 
operation of the act of December 21, 1893, coni]>eiled removal of suspension in 
June, 1894, before examination was complete, aiid the double i)a\ ment was made, 
amounting to about $264. 

John H. Bonesteel was in Company K, First Minnesota Infantry, from February to 
September, 1865. His first claim, which was for neuralgia, rheumatism, catarrh, 
heart disease, chronic diarrhea, piles, dyspepsia, and general debility, was filed 
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"by Attorney Van Leuven in 1882. In 1885 pension was allowed under certificate 
340241, for diarrhea, piles, and catarrh. 

May 2, 1893, a reissue was made to include rheumatism and resulting disease 
of heart, neuralgia, and dyspepsia. July 3, 1893, payment was suspended, pend- 
ing investigation as to merit. 

Special examination showed that the allowance had been based upon the testi- 
mony of witnesses now known to be wholly unworthy of belief, as witnesses in 
pension claims, and that the rates were fixed upon the reports of surgeons now 
under indictment for having made false reports and false claims against the Gov- 
ernment, and for conspiracy with Attorney Van Leuven. 

Under this state of facts the pensioner refused to comply with an order for 
another examination; yet, under the act of December 21, 1893, removal of sus- 
pension was necessary, and the Government was compelled to pay on the cer- 
tificate. 

Eliza Edwards, now Jackson, pensioned under the act of June 27, 1890, as the wido"w 
of' William Edwards, late of Company A, Twenty -seventh United States Colored. 
Volunteer Infantry, certificate 381340. Upon the receipt of information to the 
effect that the claim was fraudulent payment was suspended, pending special 
examination. Investigation slfowed that the pensioner was remarried to one 
George W. Jackson, December 7, 1879. She was convicted of violation of sec- 
tion 5438, Revised Statutes of the I'nited States, in the United States court for 
the southern district of Ohio, June 13, 1894. 

Under the imperative operation of act of December 21, 1893, suspension was 
removed, and payment directed to be made to this woman, even while she was 
in penal servitude, upon due verdict of a jury that her claim is false and she is 
without title. 

Elizabeth Denmark, now Powell, widow of George Denmark, New York Militia, 
war of 1812, $8 per month, widow^s certificate 33835. Remarriage of pensioner 
twenty-five years ago. 

James Lewis, private, Company D, Eighth Missouri Volunteer Infantry, invalid 
certificate 711404. In this claim it was shown that the pensioner was never 
honorably discharged, as required by the act of June 27, 1890, under which he 
was pensioned; amount of pension, $36. 

Josephine Schuler, alleged widow of .John Schuler, Company B, First Michigan Vol- 
unteer Infantry, certificate 250021. The records on file in this office show that 
claimant was suspended in April, 1892. 

In April, 1894, following instructions to resume payment, she was paid for the 
period from March 4, 1892 to March 4, 1894, at the rate of $12 per month, or a 
total of $26S after suspension. 

The United States pension agent was instructed to drop claimant from the 
rolls May 25, 1894, it appearing that the soldier on whose service she was pen- 
sioned was still alive. 

Helena De Clyne, pensioned as widow of Charles De Clyne, late captain Companies 
A and C, Fifteenth New York Volunteer Heavy Artillery, certificate 323864. 
Certificate used on February 15, 1892, to commence on February 24, 1891, at $8 per 
month. A preliminary examination by Special Examiner R. McMorris, in August, 
1892, indicated that claimant was in good circumstances, having a glue factory, 
carriage, bank account, bonds, and real estate, and was by nu means dependent 
upon her daily labor for support. Two vouchers had been executed, on March 
10 and Jnne 21, 1892, the amount received on the two checks being $114.62. 

Evidence secured by a special examiner showed the claimant possessed of con- 
siderable property. Thirty days' notice, sent dated April 20, 1894, to show cause 
why name should not be dropped from the rolls on the ground that she was 
not dependent upon her dailj* labor lor support. 

Under the requirement of the act of December 21, 1893, payment was resumed 
May 8, 1894, ancl special examiner's report shows that the pension agent at New 
York mailed claimant a check for $192 in May, 1894, for which he had executed 
the voucher; further that she received the money on the check. The examiner 
first submitted a demand for refundment of $114.62, the amount received by 
claimant in 1892, and later demanded refundment of $306.62, the amount received 
by claimant in 1892, and later denumded refundment of $306.62, total amount 
paid claimant inclusive of the $192 called for by'the check of May, 1892, both 
of which demands claimant refused; and the Government loses that amount as 
a result of the application of act of December 21, 1893. 

Jane Hill, certificate 373140; allowed May, 1893; payment suspended June, 1893. 
The name of the soldier alleged by the widow, Jane Hill, was Edmond Hill. He 
was never in Company D, Fourteenth United States Colored Heavy Artillery. 
The true soldier, Edward Hill, is alive; applied for pension in his own name, 
claim No. 1031621, and the claim was rejected, medically, for want of pension- 
able rate of disability, in Februarv, 1893. The widow's rate was $8 from Decem- 
ber 26, 1873, and $12 from March i9, 1886. 
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Suspension appears to have been removed in this case by virtue of act of 
December 21, 1893, and a payment of about $2,200 made. After receiving the 
money the woman spent $200 or more, and put $2,000 in bank. In a day or two 
E. W. Carpenter (who was instrumental in prosecuting the claim), by a transfer of 
some property, on which he owed about $1,200 to the mortgagee, sold this woman, 
for $2,000, this property. The money went to pay Carpenter's trust, and $639 in 
cash directly to him, through one Harrison, who was acting for his mother. 
Harrison never paid, a dollar to Carpenter, except what this old woman paid 
him, and he turned it over to Carpenter. 
Henry Jones, Company E, Fifty-third Illinois Infantry, applied for pension in June 
1884, on account of chronic diarrhea, but abandoned his claim. This Henry 
ones is a white man of Marbletown^ 111. 

This case furnishes au extreme illustration of the vice of the act approved 
December 21, 1893, in this, that, in strict compliance with the letter of th»3 act, 
notwithstanding^ knowledge that pensioner is without title, and could never 
acquire any in this claim, payment can not, apparently, be withheld until after 
thirty days* notice, which would necessitate resumption of a payment palpably 
illegal, and a service of formal notice for thirty days anterior to an apparent right 
to withhold. 

In January, 1886, Gen. John A. Logan forwarded to this Bureau a letter from 
one Henrj^ Jones, of Chicago, 111., requesting the Bureau to inform him whether 
, he had a pensionable status. The correspondent of General Logan is a colored 
man, but, of course, his letter did not show that fact. The records were searched, 
the number of the white Henry Jones's claim was placed on the letter, and the 
colored man was given the status of the white man's claim. 

Nothing further was done until July 14, 1890, when the colored man filed a 
claim under the act of June 27, 1890, alleging the white man's service, as shown 
in the letter of General Logan. The colored man filed the evidence necessary to 
complete the white man's claim, and was granted and paid the white man's old 
law pension and a pension under the act of June 27, 1890, on the white man's 
service. Then the white man's widow applied for pension, and the invalid pen- 
sion was suspended on January 23, 1893, pending investigation. 

The widow established the fact of her widowhood, and the colored man 
admitted that he was not the "Henry" Jones who served in the Fifty-third 
Illinois Infantry, and alleged that he had served in Company H or D, Twelfth 
United States Colored Infantry, and claimed that a mistake had been made in 
stating his service. 

On November 16, 1893, the colored man was given sixty days to show cause 
-why his name should not be dropped from the rolls, on the ground that he was 
not the soldier who served in the Fifty-third Illinois Volunteers, and his claim 
was rejected and recorded as of the Twelfth United States Colored Infantry. 

Then it was discovered that an Arkansas colored man had filed a claim as the 
Henry Jones of Company D, and that a Nashville, Tenn., woman had filed a 
claim as the minor child of the Henry Jones of Company H. 

Again the claim went to the field and the evidence obtained shows that the 
Chicago Henry Jones was never in the service at all, his only contribution to 
the cause of freedom having consisted of a few months' work, as a civilian, at 
$13 per month, on the earthworks around Nashville ; that the Arkansas Henry 
Jones is a deserter, and that the Henry Jones of Company H has long since died, 
but that the Nashville woman who applied for pension is unable to prove that 
she is, and in all probability is not, his child. 

The Chicago man has not, and never has had, a pensionable status. His pen- 
sion was secured through perjury and false representations. The notice sent him 
on November 16, 1893, plainly stated the grounds upon which this Bureau pro- 
posed to drop his name from the rolls. 
William Smith, private. Company B, Second United States Colored Volunteer Cav- 
alry, filed and allowed under invalid certificate 826438. 
William Smith, sr., father of William Smith, late private. Company B, Second 

United States Colored Volunteer Cavalry, dependent father's No. 510156, filed. 
George H. White, guardian of the minors of William Smith, late private. Company 
B, Second United States Colored Volunteer Cavalry, minor. No. 528628, filed. 
Invalid's certificate No. 826438, allowed November 29, 1892, at $8 per month 
from August 9, 1890, date of filing application. 

On July 30, 1891, the said dependent father's claim No. 510156, was rejected, 
upon the ground that the soldier left a widow surviving. 

The records of the War Department show that only one William Smith served 
in Company B, Second United States Colored Volunteer Cavalry. 

On Jnne 14, 1893, payment upon invalid certificate No. 826438 was suspended, 
pending investigation to determine identity of the soldier, and it was developed 
by said investigation that the pensioner is not the William Smith who served 
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in Companv B, Second United States Colored Volunteer Cavalry, and that, if 
he was in tne army at all, he mast have served in Company B, Second Louisiana 
Colored Infantry, as would appear from his own allegations hefore a special 
examiner of this Bureau. The records of the War Department show that the 
name William Smith was home upon the rolls of Company B, Second Louisiana 
Colored Infantry. 

Dependent father's claim improperly rejected, the widow referred to evidently 
heing the widow of the pensioner under invalid certificate No. 826438, who, as 
is shown, was not the soldier at all. 

Payment having heen suspended since June 14, 1893, hut no sixty days' notioe 
having heen given (the effect of the act forbidding withholding of payment on 
an adjudicated claim until after thirty days' notice), resumption must be had 
and thirty days' notice given, thereby enabling the pensioner, who is without 
legal right, to receive the intervening payments. 
Emma C. Willis, daughter of John C. Connelly, a pensioner under certificate No. 
155357, files a ce^ified copy of proceedings instituted against Joseph W. Jordan, 

guardian of the aforesaid pensioner, in which it is alleged that said guardian 
as misappropriated, withheld, and wasted the estate of his ward ; that he has 
neglected and refusea to buy suitable wearing apparel for his ward , although oft^i 
requested to do so ; that he has refused to pay the board of his ward ; that he 
has been guilty of purchasing ardent spirits for his ward, inviting and instigat- 
ing him to partake of the same, well knowing said ward's weakness in that 
respect; and that the said guardian is entirely unfit, in other respects, for said 
position of guardian. 

The United States pension agent asks if payment shall be withheld pending a 
decision in the case. In such case the invariable custom has been to protect the 
ward's interests by suspension until the termination of proceedings instituted. 
The act of December 21, 1893, forbids such a course until after thirty days' 
notice. In the meantime the profligate guardian may secure another payment 
to waste, and the proceedings pending must in their nature show whetner he is 
an embezzler. 
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
